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Continuation of 3. Note: Proposed amendments fail to overcome the 35 U.S.C 101 rejection set forth in the previous office action. 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/15/2010 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant failed to provide correction to the 
Abstract as indicated by the examiner in the previous Office Action. With respect to the argument regarding claim 1, Grimson in view of 
Shahidi does teach estimating displacement and distortion at a portion whose three-dimensional position is not known in the three- 
dimensional model generated based on a plurality of high-definition tomographic images of the operation site to obtain an estimated result, 
which images are taken before surgery, recorreting the three dimensional model of the operation site by use of a numerical method and the 
estimated result, and correcting the plurality of high-definition tomographic images based on the re-corrected three-dimensional model of 
the operation site. (See, col. 1 0, lines 1 7-43 of Grimson). Furthermore, Grimson in view of Shahidi does teach the use of a numerical 
method (i.e. coordinate frame transformation) to correct for the position. A coordinate frame transformation is considered a numerical 
method. Therefore, the examiner maintained that Grimson in view of Shahidi does teach these limitations. 

New claim 12 would require further search/and or consideration. 
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
